History Making Event 


No such history-making event with 


such far-reaching possibilities to the 
United States probably ever had been 
seen in the senate chamber. 


In the background of the fundamen- 


tal proposition of whether the United 
States should alter the foreign policy 
laid down by Washington and carried 
out by a. long line of presidents'was 
the possibility that out of some such 
league of nations might come a. way to 
end the present war. 
Pres. Wilson's Speech 


The president spoke ay follows: 


"Gentlemen of the Senate: 


"On the ISth of December last I 


addressed an identic note to the gov- 
ernments of the nations now at 
war 


requesting them to state, more defi- 
nitely than they had yet been stated 
by either group of 
belligerents,

Divorce is Enemy of 
the Homo— 


< ause nnd Cure 
Rev. A. C. 
Skinner, pastor of

night on "The Divorce Evil," telling 
some of the causes why I he evil exists 
to so great an extent. 


He spoke in part as follows: 
"Marriage. ol 
Bourse, 
implies the 


ounding of a home, and we can say 
.•ith propriety that the. home comes 
close to being, in our land, one. of Its 
chief institutions. It has 
been 
said 


with great truthfulness that the home 
is the cornerstone of the state. 


"The chief enemy of the home is the 


divorce evil. 
1 venture to say 
that 


ihere are tew problems so great, so 
fraught with interest, before the Amer- 
ican public, as that of the divorce evil: 
and it seems to be growing. There is 
only one country in the world that ex- 
ceeds us in the number of divorces, and 
that is Japan. 
They have a divorce 


there for every six marriages, and we 
for every seven marriages. 


"Cine of the leading causes for di- 


vorce is what we call, for want of a 
better word, 'atmosphere.' There seems 
to have grown up a sort of notion that 
the divorce issue is perfectly proper. 
People have, come not to regard it as a 
serious matter. In some cases it is re- 
garded as a joke, and as a matter of 
fact, people who are Retting married, 
in many cases, have come to feel that it 
is not a life contract.

firmly believe that the Russian people 
supporting the burden of

with 


self-denial, will accomplish their duty 
to the end, not stopping at any sacri- 
fice."The natural resources of our coun- 
try are unending. There is no danger 
of" their becoming exhausted, as appar- 
ently is the ease with our enemies. 


"The question of provisioning 
the 


armies and the civil population de- 
mands the combined action, not only 
of all the authorities at the front and 
in the rear, but also of all the differ- 
ent departments united under the con- 
trol, of the council Of ministers. 


"Another problem to which I attach 
supreme importance is the further im- 
provement of transport, railway 
and 


waterways. 
"In pointing out these pressing prob- 


blems for your, attention. I express the 
hope that the activity of the council 
of ministers under your. presidency 
will meet the support of the council 
of the empire and the duma. united in 
a unanimous desire to carry on the 
war to a victorious completion.

History Making Event

seen in the senate chamber.

tal proposition of whether the United 
States should alter the foreign policy 
laid down by-Washington an'd carried 
out by a long line of presidents was 
the possibility that out of some such 
league of nations might come a way to 
end the present war. 
Tremendous Burst of Applause 


For nearly a half-hour the president 


spoke, with members of the senate, 
members of the cabinet and packed 
galleries listening with rapt attention. 
When he concluded there was a tre- 
mendous burst of applause in which 
many of the republican senators joined. 


When the president had finished and 


the senate returned to its regular bus- 
iness. Senator La Follotte epitomized 
the sentiment of all present by say-

with great truthfulness that the home 
is the cornerstone of the, state. 


"The chief enemy of the home is the, 


divorce evil. 
I venture to say 
that 


there are few problems so great, so 
fraught with interest, before the. Amer- 
ican public, as that of the divorce evil: 
and it seems to he growing. There is 
only one country in the world that ex- 
ceeds us In the number of divorces, and 
that is Japan. They 
have a divorce 


there, for every six marriages, and we 
for every seven marriages. 


-One of the leading causes for di- 


vorce is what we call, for want of a 
better word, 'atmosphere.' There seems 
to have grown up a sort of notion that 
the divorce issue is perfectly proper. 
People have come not to regard it as a 
serious matter. In some, cases it is re- 
Carded as a joke, and as a matter of 
fact, people who are, getting married, 
in many cases, have come to feel that it 
is not a life contract. 
"Then let me mention as another 


cause, lax laws. 
Our lawmakers 
are 


not following 
biblical 
ideals, in 
the 


making of laws. 
Law ought to he a 


thing to make right living easy 
and 


wrong living difficult. 
But 1 have read 


of a man who in seven years succeeded 
in making five marriages. 


"Then 1 want to mention as another 


contribution 
to 
lite 
evil, a cunning 


commercialism. We hear of nuc.li things 
as marriages of convenience. Wu learn 
of folks who are willing to be led by u 
bureau, where people are brought into 
matrimonial relations. I have heard of 
a'great commercial 
bureau 
literally 


making a business 
of 
that 
sort 
of 


thing. 


"Another cause of this evil is an in- 


sinuating fiction. The big sellers are 
books that make a .travesty of the mar- 
riage relation. How about the danger- 
ous drama? 
I suppose almost every- 


body goes to the movies. Do you know 
that in this country a million dollars a 
day are being expended at moving pic- 
ture shows'.' 


"Rut 1 must mention as perhaps the 


chief cause of divorce, the decay of re- 
ligious restraint. 
It is not easy, now, 


to have even a church member do what 
one ought to do. How easy we resent 
authority! You cannot easily enforce a 
righte-ous law in the church, in general. 
Folks will not brook correction- 
The 


institutions that are pandering to t.ie 
crowds, the cheap theatres, the cheap 
movies, would die out if church mem- 
bers would decline to lend their inter- 
est to them. 
"Xuw. is there a. cure for this great 


evil? Yes. thank Clod. The, first thing 
must be a return to Christ 
and 
his 


standards of conduct and character, in 
the nation and in the individual."

d«r the leadership ot Rudolph Schii- 
ler, assisted by Mrnc. Cara. Sapin, con- 
tralto, presented a. concert program in 
Colonial 
hall 
yesterday 
afternoon 


which gave evident pleasure to a good 
sized audience. 


The society mainly through the com- 


petent leadarship and coaching of -Mr. 
Schiller has forged to the ironi rank 
of Lowell musical organizations in tiic 
past few years and yesterday's concert 
showed that the musicians have an 
uncommon interest in their work and 
that they are fully capable of. present- 
ing an interesting and intelligent pro- 
gram. There is considerable youth in 
the personnel of the society, including 
a dozen or more young women. 
The stringed instruments predomi- 


nated yesterday 
and 
the 
musicians 


bowed in perfect unison throughout. 
However, the strings did not. predomi- 
nate to the point of. nullifying the ef- 
forts of the other instruments and as 
a result Mr. Schiller was able to ob- 
tain an evenly balanced and sustained 
flow of tone in all the numbers. 
Two movements 
from 
Beethoven's 


Fifth Symphony, the allegro con brio 
and the'andante con moto, were played 
first. 
Both movements are extreme':}- 


difficult and call for more than a lit- 
tle 
adroit 
orchestrazation. 
On 
the 


whole the numbers were given com- 
mendable interpretation and 
showed 


above all else that the orchestra as- 
pires to accomplishments of a higher 
type than is usually found in like or- 
ganizations. 
The ballet suite from Gounod's "La 
Seine be Saba" was played with a great 
deal of skill. The musicians went from 
the allegro to the moderate to the al- 
legretto and to the tempo di valse 
numbers with ease and deftness and 
gave to each a just rendition. 
Volkman's serenade for strings only, 


divided into a waltz and a march, both 
of which are brief, gave, the musicians 
an excellent opportunity 
to

their skill and light flaky music was 
played with dainty Couch and with a 
fine sense of rhythm. 


"The Dance of the Hours," from Pon- 
chielli's opera "Gioconda," pleased the 
audience immeasurably.
